This  rau^Loiif)  hybrid  nut  tree  is  located  in  Clinton 
County,  Illinois,  in  the  3uger  Creek  bottoia  southwest  of  Dani  ansvl  lie 
and  is  a  cross  between  the  Iiickory  and  peo,ui*  ife  obtained  our  first 
scions  frma  tilts  tree  a  few  years  ago  end  propagated  the  first  trees 
of  tills  variety  before  it  was  naned*  We  have  sj»*einen  nuts  measuring 
2l/8x  t  1/8,  They  are  nearly  as  thin  shelled  as  the  poe  m,  We 
helieve  this  tree  to  he  the  long  lost,  wKi>ssbnBaorfs  hybrid.*  as 
described  in  Fuller 1  s  Nut  Book.  The  description  of  the  nut,  tree  and 
location  is  app.irently  the  satae.  The  size  of  the  tree  now  is  7  t/w 
feet  in  circuroferenoe  and  sonewhat  scaly  and  resenbles  the  hickory 
more  than  tlie  pecan  tree.  Tills  nut  is  considered  by  nut  exports  to 
be  one  of  tlie  7>est  ever  found  in  tlie  Northern  pec  ai  zone.
